weoks of Lecanbor 1949, trying to buy arms for the licaraguan revolutionaries. 
an amount of arms, which was discovered in lexico in 
Hoverber 1949, was meant for Arguello, the intention of ‘the revolutionaries 
being to transport these arms south by fishing boatso An American who is 
reported to be the ovmer of a fishing boat named KING SALIDN, and an intimate 
friend of Jose Aigueres and Arguollo, allegedly delivered from fifteen 
hundred to two thousand dollars to Arguollo about 7 December 1949, to be 
used for the purchase of arms. Agcording to the same source, Migueres has 
guaranteed bank loans to the unnamed American in amounts as high as ninety 
thousand colones.
